ble new songs suited to these old turns 
would prove, so he began the collection 
and composition which ended In the "Tea- 
table Miscellany."

It will be remembered by some of you, 


that John Gay, 
the English song writer 


and author, had in 1736 laid the music of 
Scotland under heavy contributions in 
gathering: material for his once famous 
"Beggara Opera" and it was the presence 
of these same melodies that made his 
work a success.

Ramsay concentrated all his energy on 


this objective point, and did not relax 
his efforts until he had gleaned the whole 
field. The "Tea-table Miscellany" com- 
prising four volumes carried the name 
and fame of the author throughout Scot- 
land, over tbe Tweed, and across the 
channel 
An edition was published in 


London and one in Dublin, and were

poets Sir "Walter Scott, shows a high 
order of poetic genius in the'Layofthe 
Last Minstrel," "Marmion," and the 
"Lady of the Lake " But it is claimed 
by the best authority, that he did not 
possess the lyrical power and variety of 
expression to be found in every page of 
Burns The songs of Scott are good, and 
although they are nob in the native dia- 
lect, they are likely to live as long as any 
of the songs of which Scotland is so justly 
prou-3, viz. "Pibrocu of Donuil Dhu,' 
"Jack o' Hareldean," "Blue Bonnets Over 
the Border " 


These songs need only to be mentioned, 


they touch a cord in every heart, and 
,transmit an inspiration similar to tbat 
which au ardent admirer once expressed. 
He says "9ueh is the trumpet power of 
that son of genui9,that I start from my old 
elbow-chair, up with the poker, tongs or 
shovel, no matter which, and flourish it 
round my bead, crying, "Charge' Chester, 
charge!
